The Selectmen offered a Report to the effect that they 
had abated. all such outstanding taxes in the hands of Ex. 
Collector Lacy, as appeared to be unpaid, and also that it 
seemed proper to defer action in regard to Parker Legacies 
until the Clay Library Building was completed, whereupon 
the town VOTED to accept and adopt the Report of the Se- 
lectmen as rendered in regard to outstanding taxes and 
Parker Legacies. 

Voted that the usual Reports be printed until otherwise 
ordered. 

Voted to raise $500..in addition to Selectmen’s estimate 
to defray the expenses for. the ensuing year. 

Voted that the Selectmen be authorized to pay out of 
any money not otherwise appropriated, the sum of Two 
Hundred Dollors, to the Trustees of the Conant High 
School, provided a school be held at East Jaffrey the ensu- 
ing year. 

Voted to pay the Firemen the same per man as last year

Voted to accept the Bequests to the town by the Will of 
the late Joel Parker, and to faithfully comply with the con- 
ditions upon which the same was given. Chose J. H. Poole 
Agent for the town in the matter of the Parker Legacies, 
and that the Selectmen be instructed to pay Mr. Poole’s 
bills for such services as he shall present them. 

Voted the sum of $230. for the purchase of extension 
ladders, two fire extinguishers, and a ladder truck and hose 
wagon. 

Voted $75. for the purchase of Chandelier, for Town Hall.
